1. This communication is in response to the amendment received 23-November-2007. 
Claims 1-3, 6-10, 13-17, 20-24, 27, and 28 are pending in the application. Claims 4, 5, 11, 12, 
18, 19, 25 and 26 are canceled. 

Claim Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or 
composition of matter or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefore, 
subject to the conditions and requirements of this title. 

2.1 Claims 22-24, 27 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

2.2 The Examiner posits that the apparatus of claims 22-24, 27 and 28 are computer 
executable software code, or a program per se, consisting of software instructions that 
implement the selection of an FMM based on corresponding MDL values. The Examiner 
respectfully notes that no hardware is claimed in regard to the apparatus, and has determined 
that the "means for" are merely software instructions for accomplishing the claimed functions. 
For at least this reason, the software instructions of the present invention do not meet the criteria 
for a statutory process (MPEP Section 2106.01). 
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Allowed Claims 

3. Claims 1-3, 6-10, 13-17, 20-24, 27, and 28 are deemed allowable over the prior art of 
record at this time, pending resolution of any rejections noted above. The prior art does not 
specifically disclose selecting a FMM based on corresponding MDL values which generates a 
quantized stream of data by applying the FMM to a data stream if the FMM selected from the set 
of FMMs defines a vector quantized codebook.
